The  Montana  Board  of  Crime  Control  (MBCC)  was 
established  to  promote  public  safety  by  strengthening  the  coordination  and 
performance  of  the  criminal  and  juvenile  justice  systems.  The  MBCC  has  18 
members  appointed  by  the  governor.  MBCC  is  attached  to  the  Department  of 
Justice  for  administrative  purposes.  The  Crime  Control  Division  operates  under 
the  general  supervision  of  the  MBCC  to  provide  financial  support,  technical 
assistance,  and  supportive  services  to  state  and  local  criminal  justice  agencies. 
The  Board  is  charged  with  carrying  out  the  requirements  of  the  Omnibus  Crime 
control  and  Safe  Streets  Act,  as  amended.  The  Crime  Control  Division  monitors 
secure  holding  of  youth  in  compliance  with  state  and  federal  statute.  In 
addition,  the  division  collects  and  analyzes  crime  data  from  Montana  law 
enforcement  agencies  and  publishes  the  annual  "Crime  in  Montana"  report. 


How  Services  Are  Provided 


Twenty  employees  are  charged  with  implementation  and  oversight  of  the 
programs  and  grants  administered  by  the  Board  of  Crime  Control.  More 
than  80  percent  of  the  funding  administered  by  the  MBCC  supports  grants 
to  other  agencies.  Personal  services  and  operating  costs  account  for  about 
1 1  and  8  percent,  respectively,  of  the  FY  2008  expenditures.

The  bulk  of  the  funding  supporting  the  flinctions  of  the  MBCC  are  federal 
funds  (75  percent)  which  support  various  grant  programs  administered  by 
the  agency  and  awarded  to  local  entities.  Most  of  the  remainder  of  the 
agency  budget  is  supported  with  general  fund  (24  percent).  The  majority  of 
the  general  fund  supports  youth  detention  centers  located  in  various  cities 
around  the  state  and  administrative  functions.

Expenditure  History 


While  showing  an  increase  in  recent  years,  general  fund  support  for  the 
MBCC  has  decreased  an  annual  average  of  1  percent  per  year  between  FY 
2000  and  2008.  Federal  funds  have  also  decreased  (an  annual  average  of  2 
percent)  during  this  time  period.  This  is  largely  related  to  declines  in  the 
availability  of  funding  at  the  federal  level,  particularly  decreases  in  federal 
crime  fighting  related  grants.

Reasons  for  Expenditure  Growth/Change 

General  fund  support  decreases  between  FY  2001  and  2002  due  to  the 
transfer  of  duties  and  responsibilities  for  administration  of  the  Crime  Vic- 
tims Compensation  Act  of  Montana  to  the  Department  of  Justice.  Recent 
increases  are  a  result  primarily  of  the  general  fund  assuming  an  increased 
percentage  for  ongoing  expenditures.  Federal  funding  varies  from  year  to 
year  due  to  the  availability  of  funding  and  success  or  lack  thereof  in  receiv- 
inc  awards  of  federal  urant  funds.

In  order  to  change  expenditure  levels  and/or  agency  activity,  the 
legislature  must  address  one  or  more  of  the  following  basis  elements  that 
drive  costs. 


MBCC  expenditures  are  driven  mainly  by  the  cost  of  personal  services, 
the  level  of  funding  provided  for  juvenile  detention  centers,  and  the 
amount  of  federal  funding  available. 
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Statewide  Factors  With  Impact 

In  addition  to  the  factors  above,  a  number  of  factors  common  to  many 
agencies  will  also  impact  changes  in  expenditures  over  time.
